From Rescue to Recovery 


Crews focus on aid as hope of finding live victims dwindles 


BANDA ACEH, INDONESIA | A Sumatran fish- 
erman was discovered barely alive under 
his beached boat Sunday — the first sur- 
vivor found in three days. But with tens of 
thousands still missing in crushed seaside 
settlements and in the flotsam washing the 
shores of the Indian Ocean, rescuers turned 
full attention to getting food and water to 
the living. Aid agencies said the death toll 
was expected to hit 150,000. 

The discovery of 24 -year- old Tengku 
Sofyan, who could barely speak and was badly 
dehydrated, came as relief efforts accelerated 


across the southern Asian destruction zone. 
He was sent to a hospital in Banda Aceh, on 
the northern tip of Sumatra, the hardest hit 
region, where an estimated 100,000 people 
died when the most powerful earthquake in 
four decades ripped a fault line beneath the 
sea bed 100 miles off shore. The tsunami it 
spawned turned the world upside down for 
people as far away as Somalia, 3,000 miles 
away on the east coast of Africa. 

With rescue teams focused on Sumatra, 


U.S. military helicopters flew in biscuits, ener- 
gy drinks and instant noodles to homeless vil- 
lagers. The operation was part of a $2 billion 
global relief effort announced as international 
donors began assembling for a conference in 
the Indonesian capital, Jakarta, on Thursday. 

After a week of digging through rubble, 
rescue workers said finding more of the miss- 
ing alive nowbordered on hoping for miracles. 

“If you survived the earthquake, you prob- 
ably were killed by tsunami,” said Lamsar 
Sipahutar, the head of the search team in 
Indonesia, lelyt. djuhari (ap)

Powell Defends Crisis Aid 


NEW BEDFORD, MASS. 

Five Fishermen Lost at 
Sea Mourned at Memorial 

Five fishermen lost when their boat 
capsized in a storm were honored 
Sunday at a memorial service 
where some questioned whether 
fishing regulations had put them 
at risk. About 300 friends, fam- 
ily and politicians, including Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, filled the 173- 
year-old Seamen’s Bethel in New 
Bedford, home port to 280 fishing 
vessels. The Dec. 20 loss of the boat 
Northern Edge was the worst loss of 
life aboard a single vessel at sea in 
New England since 1991. (ap) 

ST. PETERSBURG, FLA. 

Deepest U.S. Reef Identified 

Marine researchers have discovered 
the deepest coral reef ever found in 
the United States in about 250 feet 
of water off the Florida coast. The 
discovery in the Gulf of Mexico was 
announced last month by the U.S. 
Geological Survey. It was tentative- 
ly identified as a coral reef in 1999. 
But it took more years of research to 
confirm it as a living reef, (ap) 

EL DORADO, ARK. 

Officials Evacuate Part 
Of Town After Fire at Plant 

A fire at a hazardous waste incin- 
eration plant forced the evacua- 
tion of about a quarter of the city’s 
23,000 residents Sunday, officials 
said. No injuries were reported and 
officials were checking air quality as 
smoke rose from the plant in south- 
ern Arkansas, (ap) 


Chief diplomat backs 
U.S. tsunami response 
ahead of trip to Asia 

WASHINGTON I Ahead of his first- 
hand look at the tsunami’s devasta- 
tion, Secretary of State Colin Powell 
said Sunday the United States has 
responded appropriately to what he 
called one of the world’s greatest 
catastrophes. 

Powell, whose Asia trip includes 
stops in Thailand, Indonesia and 
perhaps Sri Lanka, defended the 
Bush administration against criti- 
cism it reacted slowly to the crisis 
with an initial pledge of $35 million, 
since increased to $350 million. 


“We have nothing to be embar- 
rassed about. Our response scaled 
up as the scope of the disaster scaled 
up,” he said. 

“We are going 
to be meeting with 
the countries in the 
region and interna- 
tional organizations 
that are at work in 
the region to see 
what more we can do to assist 
with this relief effort. It is one of 
the most massive relief efforts ever 
mounted in response to one of the 
worst catastrophes the world has 
ever seen,” Powell told NBC’s “Meet 
the Press.” 

Powell’s delegation includes 


Florida Gov. Jeb Bush, Andrew 
Natsios, administrator for the 
U.S. Agency for International 
Development, and Mike Brown, 
director of the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency. 

Powell said he will participate 
in a meeting Thursday in Jakarta, 
Indonesia, of the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations to devel- 
op a strategy to help with relief 
efforts. 

“The question right now is not 
money. There is a lot of money avail- 
able. The question is how do we use 
that money, not only for immediate 
relief, but for long-term reconstruc- 
tion,” Powell said on CBS’ “Face the 
Nation.” anne gearan (ap) 


US Airways Averts 
Repeat of Debacle 

PHILADELPHIA | More than 100 
US Airways executives and other 
employees volunteered to serve 
coffee and snacks, sort and move 
bags and help passengers find 
their way Sunday at Philadelphia 
International Airport to try to avoid 
a repeat of the bankrupt carrier’s 
Christmas weekend debacle. 

The airline reported no prob- 
lems by late Sunday afternoon, 
when about half the day’s expect- 
ed 38,000 passengers had boarded 
their flights or claimed their bags. 
The volume was comparable with 
the Christmas and Thanksgiving 
travel peaks.

Organizations labeled 
‘faith-based’ received 
more than $1B in ’03 

WASHINGTON | The government 
gave more than $1 billion in 2003 
to organizations it considers “faith- 
based,” with some going to pro- 
grams where prayer and spiritual 
guidance are central and some to 
organizations that do not consider 
themselves religious at all. 

Many of these groups have 
entirely secular missions and some 
organizations were surprised to find 
their names on a list of faith-based 
groups provided to The Associated 
Press by the White House. 

Other grant recipients are reli- 
gious, offering social service pro- 
grams that the government may 
have deemed too religious to 
receive money before President 
Bush took office. 

All told, faith-based organiza- 
tions were awarded $1.17 billion 
in 2003. 

Bush came to office promising 
to open government’s checkbook 
to religious groups that provide 
social services. Often, Bush says, 
religious groups do a better job 
serving the poor. 

The grants on the White House 
list were not specifically targeted to 
religious organizations. Rather, the 
list includes all groups believed to 
be faith-based that won competi- 
tive federal grants open to all appli- 
cants.

cations from a rare 
disease called Milo 
Dysplastic Disorder, 
his family said Sunday. 

Matsui, 63, was recently re- 
elected with ease to his 14th term 
in Congress. His death will trigger 
a special election for a new repre- 
sentative in his Sacramento -area

U.S. Ferries Help to Tsunami Victims 


Supplies flown from one flattened town to next 


ABOARDTHEUSSABRAHAM LINCOLN I 
One of the largest U.S. military relief 
operations in history helped speed 
the pace of aid to desperate victims 
of Asia’s tsunami disaster Sunday, 
delivering supplies to survivors in 
severe need of food and water. 

American helicopters carried 
water, biscuits and other bare neces- 
sities to ravaged Indonesian com- 
munities. The arrival of U.S. war- 
ships and helicopters also offered a 
glimpse of the scope of devastation 
from the Dec. 26 calamity. 

“There is nothing left to speak of,” 
said Lt. Cmdr. JeffVorce, among the 
helicopter pilots flying from the USS 
Abraham Lincoln to Sumatra. 

The giant aircraft carrier and four 
other Navy vessels, crewed by more 


than 6,500 sailors and Marines, 
moved into position Saturday off 
Indonesia to launch one of the largest 
U.S. military operations in southern 
Asia since the Vietnam War. 

The scene for some 70 miles down 
the shoreline from the Aceh provin- 
cial capital, Banda Aceh, was that of 
a skeleton coast. Villages were oblit- 
erated. Thousands of rice paddies 
had been peeled away, replaced by 
fetid swamps and sea slime. 

The aid deliveries were a mere 
drop in an ocean of need — but price- 
less nonetheless, said Indonesian 
military spokesman Ahmad Yani 
Basuki. “They’ve helped us reach 
places we have not had the time, or 
manpower, or equipment to go to,” 
said Basuki. denis d. gray (ap)

In Sri Lanka, the Parents 
Refuse to Give Up Hope

NAVALADY BEACH, SRI LANKA I As 
dawn breaks over Sri Lanka’s coast, 
dozens of parents come to the beach 
where huge waves seized their chil- 
dren a week ago. 

“They believe their kids are alive 
and the sea will return them — one 
day,” UNICEF chief Carol Bellamy 
said on Sunday, after touring this 
island country’s tsunami- devas- 
tated shore. 

Children accounted for a stag- 
gering 40 percent, or 12,000, of 
Sri Lanka’s death total of 30,000, 
officials said. But without bodies 
to mourn over, many parents find 
it hard to believe their children are 


dead. Some children were buried in 
mass graves, before parents were 
told. Many were swept out to sea. 
Others may still await discovery 
in some of the island’s 800 refu- 
gee centers. 

Day after day since the tsuna- 
mi struck Dec. 26, parents come 
at dawn and wander the beach in 
the devastated districts of Ampara 
and Batticaloa. 

“They don’t talk to anyone. They 
stay for an hour or two and then go 
back,” said N. Wijewickrema, the 
Batticaloa police superintendent. 
“They return the next day,” he told 
Bellamy, dilip ganguly (ap)

U.N. humanitarian chief 

Jan Egeland said more aid was 
getting to survivors, but there 
were still problems helping 
those in Indonesia, especially 
Sumatra’s Aceh province. 

Thai Prime Minister 
Thaksin Shinawatra visited 
Phuketisland on Sunday, hoping 
to prop up a tourism industry that 
is critical to the country’s econo- 
my and pledging to set up a tsu- 
nami early warning system.

Bomber Kills 18 Guardsmen 


Iraqi security forces in insurgents’ crosshairs 


BAGHDADI Insurgents exposed the 
vulnerability of Iraq’s security forc- 
es again Sunday, killing at least 22 
National Guardsmen and their driv- 
er, plus 10 others in separate attacks, 
with elections just weeks away. 

Also, the U.S. military sent 
new forces to counter the threat 
in Mosul, center of a worrying 
rise in car bombings and raids in 
recent weeks. 

The worst attack on Sunday 


occurred north of Baghdad in Balad 
when a suicide bomber detonated 
his explosives -laden vehicle next 
to a bus carrying Iraqi National 
Guard troops. Police Lt. Haidar 
Karar said 18 guardsmen and the 
driver were killed in the initial blast 
and four more guardsmen died of 
their wounds later. 

It was the deadliest assault on 
Iraqi security forces since October, 
when insurgents gunned down 


about 50 new National Guardsmen 
at a fake checkpoint. 

Also Sunday, a car bomb struck 
a U.S. Task Force Baghdad patrol 
southwest of the capital, wounding 
two soldiers, the military said. 

Several other slayings were 
reported Sunday, including that 
of a National Guardsman south of 
Kirkuk, officials said. Insurgents 
also killed four policemen who 
were on patrol in Samarra, 60 
miles north of Baghdad, the mili- 
tary said.

Funerals, Protests After 
Fire at Club in Argentina 


BUENOS AIRES I Mourning fami- 
lies on Sunday buried victims of 
the nightclub fire that killed at 
least 188 people and injured more 
than 700, while Buenos Aires’ public 
security chief resigned in the furor 
following revelations that some of 
the packed club’s emergency exits 
were padlocked shut. 

The funerals came before a pot- 
banging protest as irate Buenos Aires 
residents demanded a full account- 
ing for Thursday’s calamity. 


About 4,000 people, mostly 
teens, were inside the club for an 
Argentine rock band’s concert when 
the fire broke out late Thursday. The 
building has a capacity for only 
1,500 people, city officials said. 
The club’s owner, Omar Chaban, 
was under arrest and expected 
appear in court on Monday.

Barry Takes Oath of Office 


Ex-D.C. mayor slams Williams’ stadium deal 


WAS H I N GTO N I Former four-term 
mayor Marion Barry was at the head 
of the class as three new members 
of the D.C. Council were sworn in 
Sunday. 

Barry, who represents Ward 8, 
Vincent Gray, and Kwame Brown 
were elected in November in what 
was seen by many as a statement of 
displeasure with the city govern- 
ment, especially in poorer commu- 
nities east of the Anacostia River. 

Carol Schwartz, Jack Evans, 
and Adrian Fenty, who were all 
re-elected in November, also took 


the oath of office. 

“We’re going to make Ward 8 the 
No. 1 ward in the city,” Barry said 
in his acceptance speech. 

Barry said he planned to intro- 
duce several bills in his first 30 days 
in office, including a proposal for 
a mandatory 10 -year sentence for 
anyone caught with a handgun, as 
well as health care reform legisla- 
tion, a guaranteed summer jobs pro- 
gram and a plan for 10,000 new 
units of affordable housing. 

The former mayor also pledged to 
fight against any public funding for 


a new baseball stadium, criticizing 
Mayor Anthony A. Williams’ deal 
with Major League Baseball to bring 
the Expos to the city. “This is the big- 
gest stickup since the great train rob- 
bery of Jesse James,” Barry said. 

Williams, who also heard jabs 
from Gray and Barry over clos- 
ing the city’s only public hospital, 
predicted that the stadium would 
be built. 

Barry, who infamously was vid- 
eotaped by the FBI smoking crack 
in 1990, resurrected his political 
career for a second time in 2004 by 
unseating incumbent Sandy Allen.

SINCE YOU ASKED 


Q Does it appear the escalators 
at Metro stations have been 
worse off since they went to pri- 
vate contractors a few years ago? 

A Metro mechanics currently 
split the work on the system’s 
roughly 580 escalators and 230 
elevators with private contractors. 

And escalators and elevators 
have throughout the system have 
actually improved in recent years, 
according to David Lacosse, head 
of the Office of Elevators and Es- 
calators. He attributes the change 
both to the extra manpower from 
contractors and a program to 


overhaul the system’s “oldest and 
most troublesome” units. 

Since the program began in 
2000, escalator availability has 
grown by 5 percent, to an average 
of 93 percent, and elevator avail- 
ability is up 2 percent, to 97 per- 
cent, he said. (These figures don’t 
include units taken out of service 
for scheduled maintenance.) 
Escalators and elevators are 
also lasting longer than expected 
between breakdowns. 

In 2005, Metro plans to over- 
haul 31 more escalators and 19

The Secret History 

Don Cheadle helps tell the ‘Hotel Rwanda’ story 


COMING TO LIGHT I Don Cheadle 
consistently delivers solid perfor- 
mances on both stage and screen, 
yet audiences may still struggle to 
remember his name. Perhaps it’s 
because the 40 -year-oldMissourian 
often appears in supporting roles. 
It’s not that he hasn’t been offered 
lead roles; he’s just very choosy 
about the ones he accepts. 


Cheadle has a penchant for 
ensemble movies (“Traffic,” 
“Ocean’s Eleven,” “Ocean’s Twelve”) 
where bigger stars tend to soak up 
the limelight. But his days of toil- 
ing in the background are about 
to end with his star-making turn 
in the war drama “Hotel Rwanda,” 
opening Friday. He portrays Paul 
Rusesabagina, a courageous hotel 


manager who saved more than 
1,200 refugees from certain death 
during Rwanda’s civil war. 

During the spring of 1994, 
half of Rwanda’s population was 
either killed or displaced. The 
media offered little coverage of 
the events and the world commu- 
nity did nothing to stop the mas- 
sacre of 500,000 Tut sis by rival 
Hutu insurgents. 

As depicted in the movie, a 


small number of United Nations 
troops were sent in as peacekeepers 
but were not allowed to be peace- 
makers. (Nick Nolte and Joaquin 
Phoenix portray Westerners who try 
to help communicate the plight of 
the Rwandans to the world.) 

Cheadle met with Rusesabagina, 
who now lives with his family in 
Belgium, prior to shooting the Rim 
in South Africa. The actor admits 
he had reservations about meeting 
the man he was going to portray, 
fearful of dredging up unpleasant 
and still fresh memories. 

“I thought I was going to find a 
shell of a man who was just com- 
pletely crushed, but it was quite 
the opposite,” Cheadle said, smil- 
ing. “He loves to eat and drink and 
crack jokes. What I started to get 
from him was a real sense of joie 
de vivre, his joy of just being alive, 
which makes sense.” 

In addition to Rusesabagina, 
Cheadle met other survivors of 
the genocide, who played extras in 
the film. He recalls one particular 
expatriate who nearly broke down 
while on the set one day. Cheadle 
comforted her by listening to her 
account and suggested she could 
drop out of the shoot if she want- 
ed. She responded, “No, I have to 
be here,” he recalled. 

“For a lot of them, doing the 
movie was a kind of therapy,” he 
said. “It was very important that 
they be there and have the story 
told, that it get out, because they 
felt ignored by the world.” an gel a

Soulful piano man 
John Legend has a 
bright future ahead 

MUSIC I The piano goes street, falls 
in love, then finds religion. And 
that’s just on the first song of John 
Legend’s debut album, “Get Lifted” 
(Sony Urban Music/Columbia). 

Legend applies his skills on the 
keys and background as a church 
choir director to blend R&B, gospel 
and hip-hop sensibilities in a per- 
fect match with red-hot producer- 
rapper Kanye West.

In Fu-Tung Cheng’s hands, a for- 
merly cold, gray, rough material of 
little aesthetic charm is transformed 
into surfaces smooth enough to lay 
your cheek on, into lavender and 
rust and celadon- colored counters 
that dip and curve into sinks and 
basins, into a critical element of 
home design. 

Concrete, the stuff of cinder 
blocks, sidewalks and freeway over- 
passes, is moving into kitchens and 
bathrooms whose owners, such as 
Wendy DeCenzo of San Francisco, 
are “way, way past granite.” 

Artisans of concrete are find- 
ing an increasing demand for 
their work. In Los Angeles, James 
DeWulf of DeWulf Concrete said, 
“Every time I complete a job, I get 
five more referrals. There’s some- 
thing about concrete that draws 
you in. You just want to run your 


hand across it.” 

Consumers looking to get cre- 
ative are increasingly turning 
toward concrete. “People are looking 
for alternatives,” said San Francisco 
designer Joanne Cannell. “Concrete 
can produce a more unique look. 
All counters don’t have to be the 
same.” 

In former AOL Chief Executive 
Barry Schuler’s Napa Valley kitch- 
en, they’re not. “I wanted it to be a 
piece of sculpture in and of itself,” 
said Schuler of the 500 -square-foot 
room, built with concrete, stain- 
less steel, bamboo, zinc, granite

“I smile 
every single day I’m in that kitch- 
en, because it’s like you’re standing 
in a work of art.” 

But concrete isn’t just for multi- 
millionaires. Cheng has published 
a book and instructional video 
that walk everyday folks through 
the process of pouring their own 
countertops. He also manufactures 
NeoMix, aline of concrete mixtures 
and mix-ins. 

DeCenzo loosed Cheng on her 
4,700 -square-foot San Francisco 
penthouse, and the result is warm, 
deep, earthy-toned concrete floors 
and countertops. An oversize con- 
crete hearth in the living room. A 
kitchen wrought with concrete. 

Cheng makes creative use of other 
materials as well. He lays granite tiles 
upside-down.

I’m a librarian and do reference 
work from time to time, using 
Google extensively — but Google 
isn’t the only resource I use. Too 
many students use Google (and 
the Internet) as their first and only 
resource. And there’s so much more 
information out there. 

Some students apparently think 
that a Google search is the same 
thing as research. It’s a great way 
to start. 

When I submit my name to Google 
Images, it returns a picture of a man 
raking manure. And no, it’s not me. 
With people checking out others on 
Google, I can’t help but think that the 
manure man is hindering my dating.
